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NEW THREAT TO 

END GRAMMARS 


Labour rule change could 
see parents given choice to 
abolish selective education

EVERY grammar school in the 
county is under threat after the 
Government announced it would 
review a process giving parents 
the power to abolish them. 

Martin Frey, from campaign group Stop 
the Eleven Plus (STEP), said he was 
“certain” there was an appetite among 
parents in Kent and Medway to hold votes 
that would kill off all 39 grammars if the 
Government simplified the process. 

Abolish 

As it stands, a ballot of parents can be 
held on whether to abolish all selective 
schools within a Local Education Authority 
area if a petition is signed by 20 per cent of 
parents in the area, and it is this process 
the Government is hoping to make easier. 

There are two LEAs covering the county: 
Kent and Medway. 

Announcing the review this week, 
schools minister Jim Knight said: if We are 
firmly committed to giving parents the 
right to vote to abolish selection at existing 
grammar schools.” 


Conservative leader David Cameron 
announced in May that the party would 
not build any new grammar schools, but 
when approached by Kent on Sunday 
every Tory MP in Kent said they were in 
favour of selective education. 

Seven also defied the leadership to say 
they wanted to see more built. 

Mr Cameron avoided the subject in 
his speech at the party conference 
in Blackpool last week, but did 
back Labour’s city academy programme, 
insisting the Government “should make it 
easier for these new schools”. 

Mr Frey said there was “growing 
awareness” of how poorly schools situated 
near grammars are doing, and it was 
this that prompted Gordon Brown to 
review the process. 

He said: ‘We are moving towards the 
abolition of grammar schools. 

“The Government’s plans are to get 
a good school for everybody, and that is 
what grammar schools do not deliver. 

“I think the reasoning behind doing 
nothing about grammar schools for so 
long is that the disruption caused might 
derail some of the Government’s other 
plans. They obviously feel there is an 
appetite for it now. 

“There has only been one significant

Trust facing huge 
legal payout over 
superbug tragedy

FAMILIES of the 90 patients who died 
after contracting the hospital superbug 
Clostridium difficile have a good 
chance of successfully suing the NHS 
trust, Kent on Sunday can reveal. 

A highly critical report from the Healthcare 
Commission found “significant failings” in 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust’s man¬ 
agement of the outbreaks in which more than 1,100 
patients became infected with the killer bug. 

The catalogue of failure which led to the out¬ 
breaks included patients left to soil their own beds; 
systematic failure by management to face up to the 
problems and tackle the issue; and a general poor 
state of hygiene and cleanliness at the hospitals. 

The watchdog has now passed on its findings to be 
reviewed by Kent Police and the Health and Safety 
Executive, and it is possible criminal prosecutions 
could be brought against the Trust after officers 
have looked through the report. 

The Trust could be forced to fork out mil¬ 
lions of pounds in damages and civil claims. 

A leading clinical negligence lawyer said 
for criminal charges to be brought the 
case would have to be proven “beyond 
reasonable doubt”.

Steven Webber, a partner at Hugh James 
Solicitors, said the trust could face criminal 
charges of gross negligence or corporate 
manslaughter. 

He said it would be easier to sue the trust 
in a civil court because it would be based on 
the “balance of probabilities”. 

Families of victims or survivors of the bug 
would have to show the Trust was negligent 
because it breached its duty of care and did not 


have appropriate hygiene processes in place. 

Mr Webber said the fact the investigation 
had already been carried out by the commis¬ 
sion and was “so damning” would make 
proceedings easier. 

He said: “Any evidence helps claimants 
pursue actions. Someone has investigated 
and taken statements, which would almost 
certainly help someone bring an action.” 

Successful actions could range from a 
£10,000 bereavement award to millions if 
the deceased was a high earner with chil¬ 
dren, he said. 

Asked whether he thought it was ethical to 
sue the NHS, he said: “I think a lot of people 
will be very hurt by this, seriously angry, and 
may want to make a statement to say you can¬ 
not keep doing this. Systems have to change 
and civil action is a way to do that.” 

Mr Webber won a groundbreaking MRSA 
case, setting a precedent for superbug writs 
against hospitals. 

John Sheath, managing partner and head 
of healthcare at Maidstone-based solicitors 


Brachers, which represents the Trust, said: “I 
think it is a great concern to the Trust and all

Executive might decide to do.” 

Mr Sheath said each case would be judged 
on its own facts but added that the report 
would be of assistance to some civil claims.

AFTER his mother-in-law died from C diff at 
Kent and Sussex Hospital, Tony Charlton 
launched a tireless campaign for cleaner 
hospitals. 

Florrie Field, 86, worked almost full time in 
her daughter’s fashion shop and was fit and 
active before she went into Maidstone 
Hospital for a routine eye check-up in March 
last year. 

She contracted the highly-infectious diar¬ 
rhoea bug after taking a course of antibiotics, 
her condition worsened and she was rushed to 
the Kent and Sussex in May - she died just 
over two weeks later. 

Mr Charlton welcomed the report. He said: 
“It is the same things we have been saying 
for the last 15 months - it is all down to the 
management. 

“I just wish they had listened at the time.” 

The 63-year-old was not shocked by the 
report’s findings because he had witnessed 
firsthand some of the most appalling 


examples of patient neglect and hygiene 
lapses. 

He wrote to chief executive Rose Gibb and 
met with the Trust’s nursing director last 
summer, telling how Mrs Field was left in 


soiled bedclothes for three hours and regaling 
a long list of other instances of mistreatment. 
But he was ignored. 

“They went into damage limitation mode 
and when they were talking to me it was 


just platitudes and anything to stop us 
campaigning,” he said. 

“There is one sentence in the report ‘the 
infection control team was not managed prop¬ 
erly - that gives the whole thing away.” 

Asked what he thought about suing the 
trust, he said: “It would be a pity. The NHS has 
the potential to be the best in the world and 
that’s what we should be working towards. 

“It is money that could be going towards 
improving things.” 

Kent on Sunday’s sister paper, 
Yourmaidstone, is backing a campaign 
launched by Jackie Nixon whose father 
Joseph, 87, a World War Two veteran, died 
from the superbug after a routine operation at 
Maidstone Hospital. 

The Humane Campaign calls for urgent 
changes to stop vulnerable people contract¬ 
ing killer bugs like C diff and MRSA.

Anna Walker, the watchdog’s chief execu¬ 
tive, said: ‘What happened to the patients at 
this trust was a tragedy. This report fully 
exposes the reasons for that tragedy, so that 
the same mistakes are never made again.” 

The report notes that since the inspections, 
improvements have been made and rates of 
C diff had more than halved at the Trust 
between January and March this year, com¬ 
pared to the same period for 2006. 

Dr Malcolm Stewart, the Trust’s medical 
director, said reports of nurses telling patients 
with diarrhoea to “go in their beds” rather 
than help them to the bathroom, were 
indefensible. 

“It is difficult to comprehend what would 
go through a healthcare professional’s mind 
for them to offer that kind of advice. Nurse 
shortages do not excuse it and we will not 
tolerate it,” he said. 

He said the Trust had begun to implement 
the commission’s recommendations. 

“C diff rates have fallen sharply following 
improved isolation measures, a £1 million 
cleaning programme, better antibiotic use, 


WHAT IS C DIFF? 


■ Clostridium difficile is a bacteria 
from the same family as those that 
cause tetanus, botulism and gas gan¬ 
grene. 

■ Its usual habitat is the large intestine, 
where it thrives as there is little oxy¬ 
gen. It can be found in low numbers in the 
healthy adult population as it is kept in 
check by so-called ‘friendly’ bacteria. 

■ It produces spores that can survive 
for a long time in the environment. 

■ It can cause mild to severe diar¬ 
rhoea, ulceration and bleeding 
of the colon and, at worst, can lead 
to peritonitis and death. 


The people most affected by 
C diff are elderly patients already 


being treated for serious illnesses. Most 
infections occur in hospitals and 
nursing homes. 


Health secretary’s shock 
at ‘catalogue of failure’ 


THE SECRETARY of State 
for Health said the report was 
“scandalous” but would not 
accept that Government tar¬ 
gets had played any part in 
the outbreaks. 

Speaking on BBC Radio 4’s 
Today programme Alan 
Johnson said the investiga¬ 
tion showed a “catalogue of 
failures”. 

He said: “I would like to 
apologise to the families and 
the communities affected. 


“It is such a shocking report 
and it will ensure people are 
alert to what can happen if 
the advice and guidance is 
ignored.” 

Mr Johnson refused accept 
that the Trust’s obsession 
with meeting financial and 
clinical targets, as stated in 
the Healthcare Commission’s 
findings, had contributed to 
the outbreaks. 

The report states: “The need 
to keep finances in check was 


seen to override the pressures 
on frontline staff and the 
effect on patients.” 

Mr Johnson said it was 
“absolutely wrong” to suggest 
the situation was inevitable 
because of a target culture in 
the NHS enforced by central 
Government. 

“There was a failure to 
follow standard guidance 
followed daily to deal with 
healthcare acquired infec¬ 
tions,” he said.

Glenn Douglas, the Trust’s acting chief 
executive, said: “I have only been here a few 
days but I am impressed by the improve¬ 
ment of infection control. I am not compla¬ 
cent and I will lead the drive to continue to 
improve care for patients.”

Former hospital chief 
has severance blocked 


THE HEALTH Secretary 
has told the NHS Trust 
investigated for fatally fail¬ 
ing to control two superbug 
outbreaks that its former 
chief executive must not 
receive a “massive payout”. 

Alan Johnson was respond¬ 
ing to reports that Rose Gibb, 
who resigned a week ago 
after four years as head of 
the Trust, could receive a sev¬ 
erance package of up to 
£400,000. 

In a highly unusual step, 
he said: “I have instructed 
the Trust to withhold any 
severance payment to the 
former chief executive of 
Maidstone and Tunbridge 
Wells NHS Trust, pending 
legal advice.” 

Ms Gibb left her £150,000

Geoff Martin, the group’s 
head of campaigns, said: “I’ve 
heard from staff that Rose 
Gibb is rumoured to have 
received a massive payout.” 

He said the public had a 
right to know how much tax¬ 
payers’ money was dished out.

A ROAD has been closed after tunnelling 
badgers caused part of it to collapse - and 
now a proper purpose-built passageway is 
being constructed to protect both the ani¬ 
mal and motorists. 

The badgers burrowed beneath Butler’s 
Hill in Dargate, but their crude methods 
caused part of the road surface above to 
crumble, forcing its closure. 

The resulting pothole has been deemed 
dangerous for drivers, but now Kent County 
Council’s highways department must wait 
for permission from English Nature to dig 
the badger tunnel. 

The council said: “We need a licence to 
interfere because the badgers are a protect¬ 
ed species, so the position at the moment is 
the road is still closed for safety reasons. 


“There is a large hole in the middle, which 
would obviously cause a danger to traffic.” 

Natural England has to give the go-ahead 
for such works, and a spokesman there said: 
“If the road has collapsed we would look at 
it as a matter of urgency. 

“We would discuss with the road engi¬ 
neers the best way forward and tunnelling 
often solves the problem.” 

Now it’s a race against time to get the 
work done by the end of the month to beat 
the start of the badger-breeding season. 

If it’s not finished by then, the works will 
have to wait until January. 

Badgers are protected under the Wildlife 
and Countryside Act, making it an offence to 
injure or take any badgers, treat them cruel¬ 
ly or dig the animals out of their setts.

A WILDLIFE conservation group 
is calling for television star Martin 
Clunes to sack his own wife - after 
an episode of popular ITV show 
Doc Martin said badgers could 
infect humans with the deadly 
disease TB. 

Experts at the Wildwood Trust called for 
the resignation of the former Men Behaving 
Badly star’s wife Philipa Braithwaite, who 
produces the hit comedy drama, after 
Monda/s episode featured a mother and her 
child burning a badger, which they thought 
had contracted bovine TB, on a bonfire. 

The charity, which runs a 40-acre animal 
park between Canterbury and Heme Bay, 
claimed the distressing scene wrongly 
assumed all badgers carried the deadly vims. 

Tmst chief executive Peter Smith said less 
than one per cent of cases of human TB can 
be traced to cattle - which can catch TB from 
badgers. 

They claim the programme propogated the 
myth that badgers are the cause of bovine TB, 
as well as scare mongering that bovine TB is 
easily transmitted to humans. 

He said: “It is entirely irresponsible to allow 
these types of storylines to go uncontested - 
it doesn’t matter if it is the wife of a famous 
TV actor who produces the show, we still 
want her to resign. 

“The message they were promoting - that 
badgers are the main cause of deadly bovine 
TB - is simply wrong.” 

The episode featured an elderly woman 
who was diagnosed with TB after she devel¬ 
oped a cough. 

She was forced to move out of her house and 
a young boy who moved in with his London 
family also developed the condition. 

Mr Smith said the Trust had received 20 
emails from worried parents whose children 
had visited the animal sanctuary within 24 
hours of the show being aired. 

The show, which attracts nearly eight 
million viewers, wrongly inferred a link 
between a badger, which was found dead on

the property, and the family cat which also 
developed the condition. 

Mr Smith said: “This message is simply 
wrong and it will scare future generations of 
children unnecessarily. 

(t We have school parties to our wildlife park 
all the time and it is grossly irresponsible of 
the producers to insinuate that badgers are 
the cause of TB.” 

The Trust, which runs a sanctuary pro- j— 
tecting native animals including badgers, 
wolves, foxes, otters and beavers, is 
backed by a government report from 
the Department for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs (Defra) which ear¬ 
lier this year suspended the culling of 
badgers. 

Easy target 

Scientists found there was no proof 
mass slaughtering led to a reduction of 
cows being infected by TB. 

Mr Smith said: “The show goes against 
all the scientific evidence and in our 
minds it is clear the programme’s 
researchers have followed the advice of 
farming lobby groups who often try and 
put the blame on badgers because they 
can cause problems on their farmland. 
They are just an easy target.” 

A spokesman for the show said: “All our 
story lines are thoroughly researched 
before filming begins and we have a GP to 
advise on medical issues to ensure 
authenticity and accuracy.

A WOMAN with a facial disfigurement is set 
to anchor the BBC South East News as part of 
an Inside Out programme next week. 

Kathy Lacy, from Farningham near 
Dartford, will be sitting in the hot seat for the 
afternoon bulletin on Wednesday. 

Kathy was born with neurofibromatosis - a 
genetic condition that means the sheaths sur¬ 
rounding nerve endings erupt through the 
skin, causing lumps all over her body 
She’s fronting the bulletin as part of a show 
about attitudes towards facial disfigurement. 
Kathy said: “People do make assumptions 


about who you are from what you look like. 

“You have to accept that people do make 
comments, it’s the way some have been 
brought up, it’s the way we are constantly 
bombarded with good looks; that you have to 
look good and you have to look better. 

“So it is my job to educate them and this is 
an opportunity to do that. It used to be hurtful, 
but not anymore. 

“I see these encounters as an opportunity to 
let people know that I am actually quite a nice 
person if you get to know me, so give yourself 
permission to do that.”

change in Government 
recently - Gordon Brown. I 
think it is down to him.” 

Under the current system, 
the petition needed to force 
the vote requires parents to 
give their names, addresses, 
names of their children and 
the school they attend, and in 
Kent 50,000 parents would 
have to sign. 

Mr Frey said parents were 
not willing to hand over 
details of where their children 
were during the day “to a 
stranger”. 

He continued: “If it is made 
easier for parents to be com¬ 
fortable signing the petition I 
am sure they will. In Kent we 
have 25 per cent of our 


schools doing worse than the 
worst school in Hackney, and 
the awareness of this 
amongst parents is growing. 

“I thought the Government 
would bottle it on this, to be 
honest, but they haven’t. 
Grammar schools have more 
reason to feel nervous this 
week than they had last week.” 

Kent County Council leader 
Paul Carter, a strong advo¬ 
cate of grammar schools, said 
there was “a threat of egali¬ 
tarian socialism being applied 
to our educational system”. 

He said: “We’ve got an 
extraordinarily good track 
record in Kent, with good 
schools across the board all 
delivering exceptionally good 
results. It would be disastrous 


if that was to be jeopardised. 

‘When the balloting legisla¬ 
tion was brought in by the 
Labour Government several 
years ago there was no 
appetite whatsoever for a 
change in the county. Trying 
to make the system more 
relaxed is the last thing we 
need in Kent.” 

Since the balloting system 
was introduced in 1998 only 
one vote has been held. That 
was in Ripon in North 
Yorkshire, a much smaller 
Local Education Authority 
area where only 500 signa¬ 
tures were required to force 
the vote. 

Parents voted against abol¬ 
ishing selection at the area’s 
one grammar school. 


Addicks lose 

sp onsor as 
pro perty firm 
is bankrup t

A KENT firm has reassured cus¬ 
tomers after the Spanish proper¬ 
ty company that sponsors 
Charlton Athletic collapsed. 

Llanera, a real estate firm that builds 
properties in Spain, many of which were 
sold to Brits looking to move to sunnier 
climes, has filed for bankruptcy after run¬ 
ning up debts of around 700 million euros 
(£490 million). 

The company was renowned for its 
aggressive, big budget marketing cam¬ 
paigns on the Continent, and hoped to 
entice British buyers to the country by sign¬ 
ing a four-year sponsorship deal in 
December, 2005, with Charlton Athletic 
worth £6.6m. It also has a £2m deal with 
rugby union team London Irish. 

Invested 

One of the company’s biggest UK agents 
is Maidstone-based Blue Sun World. 

Blue Sun World managing director Bruce 
Bell said no-one who has invested in a 
Llanera property would lose their money. 

He said: “There is no threat to the current 
properties. Caravaca Nature Golf, the com¬ 
pany for which Llanera was building the 
properties, has written to all its clients 
reassuring them that they will be complet¬ 
ed and that there is no impact whatsoever. 

“No-one’s deposits are in danger.” 

It is the second time in two years that 
Charlton has lost a shirt sponsor in the 
middle of its contract. Previous sponsor 
Alksports went into administration in 2005 
midway through a £3m shirt deal. 

A spokesman for Charlton Athletic said 
Llanera’s bankruptcy would have “no 
immediate impact” on the club. 

He said: ‘We’ve not had much luck with

sponsors. This is somewhat ironic give that 
Llanera came in to rescue us when 
Alksports collapsed. 

“The club’s stance has not changed con¬ 
siderably since Llanera’s financial difficul¬ 
ties first emerged. We were hoping they 
would come through it, although it appears 
that is no longer going to happen. 

“There is no affect on the club in the short 
term as they have already paid for their 
sponsorship this season, and it is too early 
to say what will happen in the close sea¬ 
son.” 

A statement by chief executive Peter 
Varney is due to be released shortly, 
although it was not available at the time of 
going to press. 

Llanera’s financial problems have largely 
been blamed on a crash in the Spanish 
property market, as well as its rapid 
growth strategy in which it quickly 
snapped up land for development. It was in 
the process of developing around 5,500 
properties in the country’s Murcia and 
Caravaca regions, and it has been reported 
that these have now been put on hold.

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Compensation 
call over speed 
gun mistakes 


CALLS have been made for 
motorists to be compensat¬ 
ed for wrongful convictions 
after traffic officers in South 
Kent were ordered to stop 
using laser speed guns 
because of inaccuracy. 

An internal memo was sent out to 
officers following a court case at 
Folkestone magistrates’ court 
where it was found that a speed gun 
used to catch a supposedly speeding 
motorist had not been calibrated 
properly 

The force is now carrying out a 
review of speed-gun use in the South 
Kent area, which covers Ashford, 
Folkestone, Dover, Deal and Lydd. 
While this is being carried out offi¬ 
cers have been told not to issue any 
further Fixed Penalty Notices or 
summonses. 

Paul Smith, founder of 
SafeSpeed.org.uk, has demanded 
that Kent Police immediately contact 
all those wrongfully convicted, 
refund them and remove points from 
their licences. 

He said: “Anyone who has lost 
their job or otherwise suffered as a 
result of an erroneous conviction 
will be entitled to substantial com¬ 
pensation. 

“Far too often speed enforcement is 
sloppy. It has become a ridiculous 
game of cat and mouse where the 
authorities try to trap motorists who 
in turn are attempting to avoid the 
traps.”

Brian MacDowell, secretary of the 
Association of British Drivers, said 
he believed anyone wishing to chal¬ 
lenge a conviction would “have a 
case”. 

He added: “The truth is the tech¬ 
nology is accurate to a point, but it 
depends on the cameras being held 
rock steady. Even the wind hitting 
the side of one can affect the meas¬ 
urement.” 

Justice 

Jeanette Miller, founder and pres¬ 
ident of the Association of Motoring 
Offence Lawyers, said motorists 
may be able to claim for compensa¬ 
tion, but warned it would be diffi¬ 
cult. 

She said: “A court may re-open a 
case at any time under section 142 of 
the Magistrates’ Courts Act 1980 
where it appears to the court ‘in the 
interests of justice to do so’. 

“The difficulty motorists may face 
is that I suspect the introduction of 
the Kent policy alone will not be con¬ 
sidered to be sufficient grounds to 
apply this power. 

“Without seeing the full details of 
the case that prompted the policy to 
be introduced, it is difficult to com¬ 
ment on how wide a problem Kent 
Police may have in the correct opera¬ 
tion of the device and how long it has 
been allowed to go on. 

“The question I suspect magis¬ 


trates will ask is: Was the criticism in 
the case concerned of one officer’s 
actions or of the entire constabu¬ 
lary?” 

A spokesman for Kent Police said 
he did not wish to comment on the 
matter of compensation for 
motorists. 

A statement issued by the force 
said: “Laser guns form only a tiny pro¬ 
portion of the speed detection devices 
used in Kent. 

“We have a variety of ways of 
enforcing the speed limit, including 
the issuing of tickets by the Kent 
and Medway Camera Safety 
Partnership, which is responsible for 
fixed cameras and camera vans in 
places with a higher level of road 
casualties. 

“We would stress that speeding 
enforcement has an important role in 
keeping our roads safe for all users 
and Kent Police continues to enforce 
the law on the county’s roads 24 
hours a day. 

“Hand-held laser guns are used at 
local level in response to community 
concerns about speeding and road 
safety. 

“Their use has been temporarily 
withdrawn in the South Kent polic¬ 
ing area following a recent court 
case, to ensure that officers are 
aware of and follow the appropriate 
policy and manufacturers instruc¬ 
tions for their use. 

“Other forms of speed enforcement 
will continue to be used in the area.”

Safety plea for Williams 
to go incognito in public 


THE Archbishop of Canterbury has been 
advised to stop wearing his dog collar in 
public in case he is attacked. 

A new report by the Church of England’s 
security advisor National Church watch 
claimed clergy are putting themselves at 
risk by making themselves easily identifi¬ 
able in public. 

Its author Nick Tolson, a former police offi¬ 
cer and verger, said that Dr Rowan Williams 
should “lead by example” by abandoning his 
collar on shopping trips. 

He said: “All clergy, including the arch¬ 
bishop, are putting themselves at risk when 
they make themselves identifiable in public. 

“Lots of people have problems and blame 
God, and there are lots of people who will 
see a clergyman and think they are a soft 
touch and can get money out of them. 

“There are drug addicts everywhere, and 
also community care means there are a lot 
of mentally ill people around. 

“Very serious attacks have occurred when 
vicars are out on their own, for example 
when they are in the supermarket or out 
walking. 

“It is important senior clergy such as Dr 
Williams take the lead on this. Some clergy¬ 
men, especially young and newly qualified 
ones wear their collars at all times. 

“They need to know there are times when 
they can take it off.” 

The report also advised vicars to travel 
with ‘pastoral teams’ of lay people when in 
public and visiting parishioners, as well as 
installing security systems in their homes. 

Mr Tolson continued: “This was demon¬ 
strated when David Hope was Archbishop of 
York. He was single and lived on his own and 
had paintings on his wall worth millions. 

“He had no security whatsoever, no alarms 
or anything. I know Dr Williams has a home 
in Canterbury and, again, this is somewhere 
where he can lead by example.” 

A survey of 1,000 vicars in the South East 
in 2001 showed that 12 per cent had been 
physically attacked in the previous two years, 
seven out of 10 had been verbally abused and 
one in five threatened with harm.

Mr Tolson added: “Almost all of the vicars 
we surveyed were in Kent, and the results 
are quite stark.” 

A spokesman for Lambeth Palace said Dr 
Williams did not wish to comment on the 
report. 

However, a Church of England spokesman 
said; “A dog collar is a sign that someone has 
chosen to serve God in a special way. 

“Many clergy would be reluctant to shed 
this very public sign of their ministry, and 
the Church’s rules also expect the clergy to 
‘dress as clergy. 

‘We know that some parish clergy can feel 
torn when it comes to balancing the desire 
to be visible and approachable within their 
community against the importance of pro¬ 
tecting their safety and personal time. 

‘We certainly welcome any tested contri¬ 
butions to the pool of experience and guid¬ 
ance which dioceses already promote.” 


Bishop has 
ga y boycott 
warning

THE Bishop of Rochester has 
warned he may boycott next year’s 
Lambeth Conference because of a 
row over the ordination of gay 
bishops. 

The Right Reverend Michael Nazir-Ali said 
he would find it difficult to attend the confer¬ 
ence, the Church’s biggest annual gathering of 
senior clergy, alongside colleagues who con¬ 
doned the ordination of homosexuals. 

The remarks come at a time when the 
Archbishop of Canterbury has been trying to 
maintain unity in the Church, having narrow¬ 
ly avoided what would have been the biggest 
split in its modern history. 

Talks 

Dr Rowan Williams flew out to America last 
month for last-ditch talks to persuade the 
American Episcopal Church to abandon its 
decision to ordain gay bishops, as it had done 
in 2003 with the ordination of Gene Robinson 
in New Hampshire. 

Several diocese split from the American 
church as a result of the ordination, which also 
prompted some conservative clergymen, par¬ 
ticularly in Africa, to call for the American 
church to be cast out of its international body, 
the Anglican Communion. 

Speaking to the Daily Telegraph, Bishop 
Nazir-Ali said: “My difficulty at the moment is 
not with a particular person, such as Gene 
Robinson, but with those who felt it right to 
approve and officiate at his ordination.

“Unless they are willing to say that 
what they did was contrary to the 
Gospel, and we all of us from time to time 
need to repent about what we have done 
wrong, I would find it very difficult to be 
with them in a council of bishops.” 

Anglican group Reform, which is made 
up of churches and individuals, said the 
Archbishop of Canterbury had become 
“seriously weakened” by his attempts to 
appease the Americans and avoid a split 
in the Church. The group also warned 
the Church was facing “an eleventh hour 
crisis”. 

Bishop Nazir-Ali insisted any decision 
not to attend the Lambeth Conference 
would not be an act of disloyalty to Dr 
Williams. 

He added: “It is nothing to do with loy¬ 
alty to the Archbishop of Canterbury. In 
fact it may be an expression of loyalty to 
him to say that the Lambeth Conference 
has integrity.” 

Ray Duff, a gay activist from 
Folkestone, said Bishop Nazir-Ali should 
“take his own advice and repent his long¬ 
standing homophobia”. 

He said: “The conference would run 
much better if the bigots were to reform 
themselves and concentrate on the major 
world issues that need tackling instead 
of perpetuating hatred towards a specific 
minority. 

“The Government has announced it is 
going to introduce an ‘incitement’ law to 
protect lesbians and gays. 

“Whilst the bishop may not be inciting 
hatred as such, he and other religious 
bigots are perpetuating it and this gives 
succour to those who do incite and attack 
the gay community.” 

A spokesman for the Archbishop of 
Canterbury said he did not wish to com¬ 
ment.

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Winter wonderland 
is coming home in 
time for Christmas

THE festive season may be 
more than two months away, 
but one man’s attempt to 
turn a quiet comer of Kent 
into Lapland has already 
proved so popular he has 
16,000 people waiting to visit 
next year. 

This December, part of Bedgebury 
Forest in Goudhurst will be trans¬ 
formed into a winter wonderland. 

Visiting families will be able to fly 
with The Snowman, sit in teepees 
to hear native Scandinavian story¬ 
tellers, meet elves as they add the 
finishing touches to hand-carved 
rocking horses and visit Father 
Christmas in the study of his log cabin. 

It is the brainchild of former 
City trader and father-of-four Mike 
Battle, from Bromley, who after 
visiting Lapland six years ago 
decided to try and bring its magic 
back to Kent. 

Popular 

It has proved so popular that all 
7,000 family tickets, costing between 
£90 and £150, have sold out by 
word-of-mouth alone, and there is 
already a waiting list of thousands 
for next year. 

Mr Battle said his aim was to bring 
“a high-quality Christmas experience” 
to the UK while maintaining the 
highest environmental standards. 

He said: “Lapland is a wonderful 
place, but it is a long way to go for a 
single day. Especially when you con¬ 
sider your carbon footprint and the 
toll it can take on small children to 
be travelling like that. 

“My wife and I searched for an 
authentic Christmas experience in 
the UK every year, but nothing even 


comes close. We went to shopping 
malls and garden centres, but you can 
travel and queue for hours and get 
two minutes with Father Christmas. 

‘What we are doing in Bedgebury 
is absolutely unique. I wanted to 
make a high-quality experience, not 
just another grotto.” 

On arrival, families are taken 
inside an enormous dome in the for¬ 
est. The scene from Raymond Briggs’ 
The Snowman where the characters 
fly to Lapland is then projected on to 
the inside walls to give visitors the 
feeling they are being transported 
there themselves. 

They then leave the dome through 
a tunnel and emerge in a woodland 
clearing, greeted by elves, reindeer 
and the sort of artificial snow so real 
it is used in the Harry Potter films. 

After three hours in what Mr 
Battle describes as “a winter wonder¬ 
land”, families are called one by one 


to travel further into the forest, 
where they come across Father 
Christmas in his log cabin home. 

Mr Battle, who has worked closely 
with the Forestry Commission on the 
project, continued: ‘When you go to 
see Father Christmas in a shopping 
mall or a garden centre it feels like 
he has to look like a superhero 
almost, he has to look remarkable in 
order to stand out. I wanted it to feel 
that bit more authentic. 

“He may even look a little bedrag¬ 
gled, and as you enter his study he is 
writing in a big leather-bound book 
making his lists of who has been 
good and who has been bad.” 

Lapland UK has already proved 
such a hit that Mr Battle is hoping to 
stage three versions in different 
forests around the UK next year.

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Exhibition gives 
a sense of place 

A NEW exhibition that will highlight a “sense 
of place” in South-East Kent is being opened in 
St Margaret’s Bay. 

Artist Edda Venusia Jones, a photographer 
who has lived in Dover for the past two years, 
has been commissioned by the St Margaret’s 
Bay Trust to produce the series of work.

‘A postcode lottery for 
homeopathic patients’ 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting to save 
a homeopathic hospital in West 
Kent have hit out at health bosses 
after it was revealed patients in 
the east of the county would con¬ 
tinue to receive the service. 

West Kent Primary Care Trust (PCT) 
decided to axe funding for the complementa¬ 
ry treatment after a lengthy public consulta¬ 
tion and despite thousands of objections. 

Lesley Herriot, chairman of the Campaign 
to Save the Homeopathic Hospital (CaSHH) 
in Tunbridge Wells, said: “It looks like a case 
of postcode lottery to us. 

“It seems that our patients and friends 
could continue to receive homeopathic treat¬ 
ment on the NHS if they were to move to East 
Kent where homeopathy is funded and will 
continue to be funded. 

“Kent is one county so why discriminate 
against us because we live on the wrong side 
of it?” 

She said patients who could not take 
conventional medicines, many of whom 
cannot afford to be treated privately, were 
hugely concerned about what they will do 
next March when their current treatment 
end. 

A spokesman for Eastern and Coastal Kent 
PCT said the trust had a contract with UCL 
Hospital in London and that GPs and con¬ 
sultants could refer their patients for homeo¬ 
pathic treatments. 

CaSHH members swore to keep fighting 
after West Kent PCT’s board decided to stop 
spending £196,000 out of its £747 million 
budget on homeopathy.

The campaigners are being backed by four 
Conservative MPs - Greg Clark MP for 
Tunbridge Wells, Charles Hendry MP for 
Wealden, Sir John Stanley MP for Tonbridge 
and Mailing and Gregory Barker MP for 
Bexhill and Battle. 

The MPs wrote to the PCT board asking for 
a decision to be delayed until the 
Government carried out a national review of 
homeopathy. 

Mr Barker said: “I believe in choice. We 
understand there is more to healthcare and 
general wellbeing than just the narrow pre¬ 
scription of pharmaceutical drugs. 

“I have no doubt the holistic approach is 
part of the mosaic that is healthcare in the 
future.” 

Investigation 

He said the decision to stop funding should 
not have been taken without wider investiga¬ 
tion into clinical results and patient experi¬ 
ence. 

Sally Penrose, the chief executive of the 
British Homeopathic Association, said the 
evidence had been interpreted narrowly and 
in a biased way. 

‘We felt that public support and patients’ 
views of the benefits of the treatments were 
ignored. The independent research found 
there was no clear evidence to support or 
oppose the commissioning of homeopathy. 

“The PCT decided on that negative inter¬ 
pretation and that’s not good enough.” 


Although she backed the MPs’ call for a 
national review, she said: “There is not 
enough evidence because it is difficult to get 
funding for research because you cannot 
patent homeopathic medicine. Therefore 
there is not a lot of money to be made. 

“Research needs to be conducted rather 
than just a review of existing studies.” 

The consultants who work at the homeo¬ 
pathic hospital have a medical background 
and chose to specialise in the complimentary 
treatment. 

The association feared it would push people 
who could afford it into the unregulated pri¬ 
vate sector. 

Dr Helmut Roniger, is a consultant physi¬ 
cian at the hospital, he said: “Around 90 per 
cent of our patients have been through the 
[conventional] system and have not been 
helped. 

“The vast majority are on income support 
and do not have the money to go for private 
treatment. 

“The non-medical or unregulated sector of 
homeopathy is a mixed bunch of people. 
While some have studied for years others 
have only been on weekend courses.” 

A spokeswoman for West Kent PCT said 
the homeopathy review looked at 39 reports 
of major studies and trials but found no clear- 
cut evidence that the treatment improved 
people’s symptoms. 

She said if the situation changed and clear 
evidence emerges the PCT would re-assess 
its decision.

POLICE are hunting thugs who racially 
attacked two men in the street in a motive¬ 
less assault. 

The attack happened in Mill Road, 
Northumberland Heath, Bexley, just after 
midnight last Sunday. 

Two Asian men were seriously assaulted 
in an unprovoked attack in the street, say 
detectives. 

There was a heated argument with two 
other men, one of whom had a boxer dog 
with him. 

Moments later the victims were attacked 
from behind with long blunt weapons. 

One of the men, aged 35, was knocked 
unconscious. The second, aged 44, ran from 
the scene to raise the alarm. 

The thigs caught up with him outside the 
Total Petrol Garage in Belmont Road and 
attacked him once again. 

Both men were rushed to the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital for treatment. 

They were discharged the following day - 
the first victim suffered a broken arm, bro¬ 
ken thumb, broken nose and cuts to the 
front and back of his head. 

The second suffered cuts to his head and 
severe bruising to his body. 

The assailants are both white and in their 
early 20s. 

One of the men had short brown- 
cropped hair and the other short blonde 
spiky hair.

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Romney farmer says there’s ‘little hope’ for livestock with the bluetongue crisis 


THE owner of one of Kent’s 
biggest sheep farms has given a 
dire warning about the future of 
the British livestock industry, 
and called for the bluetongue 
control zone to be expanded to 
cover the whole country. 

With restrictions imposed by the 
Department for Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs (Deffa) it is only possible to 
move sheep from Kent as far as Essex, 
Sussex, Surrey and Hampshire, meaning 
that thousands of animals are fast running 
out of space to graze. 

The measures have been introduced in a 
bid to contain the spread of the insect-borne 
virus, which affects sheep and, to a lesser 
extent, cattle. 

The number of confirmed bluetongue 
cases is now 34 and rising. 

Severe 

Frank Languish, who has around 9,500 
sheep grazing on Romney Marsh, said there 
was “very little hope” for British farmers. 

He said: “To be honest, we are well and 
truly buggered. The situation is a lot more 
severe than many people realise, this is just 
the start of the crisis. 

‘When the arbitrary control zones are put 
in place, it takes a minimum of two years 
for them to be lifted, but more realistically 
three. 

“This year there are a very small number 
of actual bluetongue cases, but when it 
comes back after the winter it will kill 
many, many more animals - that is the 
nature of the disease. The numbers of infec¬ 
tions multiply very rapidly, that is the expe¬ 
rience in Europe. 

“This is unavoidable unless we have a 
vaccine, but the only company in Europe 
currently making it is in Holland, and the 
best they can reasonably say they can pro¬ 
duce is enough for the sheep in Holland. 

“The other problem is confidence. 


Nowhere to graze

Everybody is trying to get out and the mar¬ 
ket has collapsed, especially as the animals 
can’t be exported because of the foot and 
mouth restrictions. 

“There simply isn’t a big enough market 
for lamb in the UK. If everybody goes out 
and fills their freezers with British lamb it 
would help a great deal.” 

Farmers say that around 200,000 Romney 
sheep are trapped by the control zone. 

Mr Languish’s sheep usually graze in 
Wiltshire, Dorset and Somerset for the win¬ 
ter, and he said that unless the control zone 
is expanded his sheep may soon run out of 
grass. 

He continued: “The problem is that there 
are around two million sheep inside the 
exclusion zone and around 30 million out¬ 
side of it. If it covered the whole country we 
would be able to graze our sheep and they 
would not have to be culled - which is a 
very real risk. 

“The Government has left the decision up 
to the farmers, but it is not in the interests 
of those on the other side of the line. This 
year the restrictions will kill more animals 
than the disease.” 

Environment secretary Hilary Benn this 
week announced a £12.5 million aid pack¬ 
age for farmers, which included £lm to pay 
compensation to those who have had all 
their livestock culled and £2m to promote 
British meat.

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Prison will 
be expanded 


Villagers fail to block plans 
to tackle cell overcrowding 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
expand a prison have been given 
the go-ahead despite an emo¬ 
tional plea from protesters who 
fear for the safety of hundreds of 
schoolchildren near the site. 

Blantyre House in Goudhurst is a reset¬ 
tlement prison that currently has room for 
122 category C and D inmates. 

The prisoners are allowed out during the 
day to work in the local area. Other privi¬ 
leges include access to vehicles so they can 
drive to and from their jobs. 

The Ministry of Justice’s application to 
add a 44-cell two-storey extension, which 
also includes a single-storey kitchen exten¬ 
sion and a car park, was approved by 
Tunbridge Wells Borough Council on 
Monday. 

Immovable monster 

Karen Jones, who lives in Hill Tops, a pri¬ 
vate road next to the prison, said: ‘We fear 
for our and our children’s safety, and the 
safety of other road users simply because of 
the area the prison is sited in - it has 
reached saturation point for the environ¬ 
ment and infrastructure around it. 

“The Ministry of Justice is an immovable 
monster, it was completely willing to sacri¬ 
fice the community to get what it wants,” she 
said. 

The expansion is part of a Government 
programme to provide 8,000 new prison 
places by 2012 to combat over-crowding. 

Mrs Jones is spokeswoman for a group of 
protesters who set up a residents’ associa¬ 
tion to object to the proposals. 

They say the roads around the prison 
already cannot support existing levels of 
traffic and are concerned about the safety of 
more than 500 pupils at Bethany School 
and Colliers Green Primary School. 

The top floor windows of the new cell- 
block will be overlooking Hill Tops and are 
causing major concerns for residents who 
feel threatened by the prospect of having 
prisoners able to look directly in their 
homes, she said. 

‘We don’t know who these people are, some 
have veiy violent records and they now oper¬ 
ate in very close proximity to private resi¬ 
dents. 

“I recognise they are being prepared for 
release but there have been a number of inci¬ 
dents of poor risk assessment of some 
inmates. 

“One inmate burgled homes in Maidstone 
when he was supposed to be working and 
another was found with a significant

amount of a class A drug on him while work¬ 
ing in the community,” Mrs Jones said. 

A spokeswoman for the Ministry of Justice 
confirmed that in the past 18 months the two 
prisoners, who were on temporary licence, had 
committed the crimes. 

Fears over road safety surrounding the 
prison grew after it recently emerged that a 
prison vehicle driven illegally by one of the 
inmates had been involved in a serious colli¬ 
sion, leaving a woman brain damaged. 

Margaret Rowlinson a nursery supervisor 
was left in intensive care after her car crashed 
with a van being driven by a prisoner who was 
on day release, on Rooks Hill near Cranbrook. 

Although the exact circumstances of the col¬ 
lision remain unclear, HM Prison Service has 
admitted civil liability but the Crown 
Prosecution Service said there was not enough 
evidence to bring the case to court. 

The prisoner, who was driving without a 
valid licence and in an unroadworthy vehicle, 
lost part of his ear in the crash and Mrs 
Rowlinson, 56, who lives near Tenterden, now 
needs help eating and requires physiotherapy 
three times a week. 

A Prison Service spokesperson said: “The 
Prison Service’s Kent and Sussex Area has 
reviewed the driving policy across all prisons 
where prisoners drive. 

“New measures have been implemented to 
ensure the right driving licences have been 
issued and those prisoners who need it are 
assessed by an instructor to ensure compe¬ 
tence.” 

Residents were pleased that councillors at 
Tunbridge Wells Borough Council’s eastern 
area planning committee had imposed condi¬ 
tions on the plans, including limiting the num¬ 
ber of extra inmates to 44. 

Mrs Jones added: ‘We will have to wait and 
see. Through this application people have shown 
great community spirit, the question is whether 
people will feel safe enough to stay in the long 
term.”

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T HE first sight of AC Bennett 
and Sons’ tug Steven B was 
a shadow in the early morn¬ 
ing Medway fog. 

It moved through the calm water, gradually 
taking shape to became a purposeful 23 metre, 
1000 horse-power work vessel. As it swung to 
face the incoming tide, sister tug Sea 
Challenger 2 dropped mooring lines and drew 
away from the barge that it was holding tight¬ 
ly against pier six on the Isle of Grain. 

The tugs exchanged places with hardly a rip¬ 
ple, as the barge continued to be filled from a 
rattling conveyer belt poised overhead. The 
barge’s load of 900 tons of sieved and graded 
granite aggregate was due for delivery that day 
Sea Challenger 2 was off to collect another 
empty barge from Ridham Dock in the Swale, 
and bring it back to pier six. For the tug’s cap¬ 
tain John Butcher, 62, mate Stuart Strutton, 
25, and Bennett’s company director Wayne 
Bennett, 46, it was the start of a typical work¬ 
ing day on the water which the family firm has 
worked for over 20 years. 

A s Sea Challenger 2 moved swiftly past 
Stangate Creek and towards the 
Medway entrance, skipper John Butcher 
commented that it was “a lovely day for boat¬ 
ing when the sun bums the fog away”. 

Bennett’s tale started in 1983 with Alan 
Bennett and his two sons Steven and Wayne. 

Their first tug, Irande was more than 50 
years old. Sea Challenger 1 was purchased in 
the early 1990s, and using her combined with 
a new style 4,000-tonne pushing barge, they 
managed to move half-a-million tons of coal 
from West Thurrock power station to Tilbury 
in just six months. They supplied aggregate for 
the construction of the Jubilee line, Channel 
Tunnel, Cross Channel Rail Link, M25, 
Dartford Tunnel and the Dome. Meanwhile all 
of Tower Hamlets’ refuse was being shipped to 
a recycling plant in Rainham, Essex. In con¬ 
trast, the prestigious job of moving Concord on 
its last journey down river from Isleworth in 
West London, was an unexpected highlight. 

Wayne explained that his father was a far¬ 
sighted waterman. “He invested in ‘pushing 9 
tugs that became the future of the industry. 
Pushing was commonplace in Europe, but 
unheard of in the UK. 

“Until the 1960s the towing of lighters was 
the accepted method. A maximum of six 
lighters, at 200 tons each, could be towed. A 
total load of 1,200 tons. We purchased a ‘push¬ 
ing 9 tug that could move 4,000 tons in a single 
barge, ” he said. 

Alan Bennett’s foresight with pushing tugs 
laid the roots of the firm’s early success. 
Throughout the 1970s and 80s other more tra¬ 
ditional towage firms went into decline as lor¬ 
ries came to dominate freight movement. 

Wayne, who lives in Hoo, served his appren¬ 
ticeship to become a waterman in the late 70s. 
He started on the lowest rung, as cook. “I was 
making homemade meals for the crew, eight or 
nine men. There would be real trouble if I was 
late and did not have time to collect our fresh 
bread from the baker first thing in the morn¬ 
ing,” he said. 

Wayne now enjoys tug boats so much that he 
is restoring a classic 1960s ‘tosher’, the water¬ 
man’s term for a small tug, for his and his two 
sons’, Steven, 15, and Frank, 13, personal use. 

Things are changing again. Freight trans¬ 
port is undergoing a green renaissance, with 
barges and tugs as an integral part of the 
future. “When we move a loaded 4,000 ton 
barge it replaces 200 articulated lorries mov¬ 
ing the same quantity of freight.” 

This is a future that Wayne is proud to be 
involved in. The need to get traffic off congest¬ 
ed roads has become a national priority. 

I n 2002 the Government awarded Bennett’s 
a freight facility grant to purchase two new 
tugs and five barges. This has led to their 
next challenge. Bennett’s will provide all the 
water-based freight logistics for the construc¬ 
tion of the 2012 Olympic Village. With environ¬ 
ment at the forefront, the Government has 
insisted 50 per cent of all the Olympic con¬ 
struction work is sustainable. River and rail 
transport will be used to build a large new lock 
at Bow Creek, which will allow access for raw 
materials to be shipped onto the Olympic 
Village site with its dramatic water backdrop. 

After the collection of the empty barge from 
Ridham Dock, Wayne brewed a pot of tea while 
Sea Challenger 2 pushed past Queenborough, 
and into the Medway. Just as the skipper John 
had predicted, the sun had burnt through the 
fog leaving a glorious sunlit morning. On the

shoreline hundreds of birds were 
feeding in the rich thick mud, and 
the views over the salt marshes 
seemed timeless. 

Did they notice the beauty of 
the surrounding river during 
their day to day work? The reac¬ 
tions were clear: “It’s just lovely 
out here” said the skipper John. 
Wayne contrasted it, adding a few 
tug boat expletives, to the “car 
park hell called the M25”. Stuart, 
who finished his waterman’s 
apprenticeship two years ago, 
kept his nose buried in a sea fish¬ 
ing magazine and was probably 


dreaming of owning his own boat. 

As the world watches the 
Olympic Village take shape for 
2012, the family firm which now 
is part of Aggregate Industries, is 
ready to play its part in getting 
the site ready for the global sport¬ 
ing party. AC Bennett and Sons is 
looking to the future with confi¬ 
dence, proud to be part of the 
growing green awareness that 
will provide the transport infra¬ 
structure in the 21st century.

A WARTIME military medal and 
dog-tag, unearthed in a Kent field 
has sparked a remarkable cross- 
Atlantic coincidence. 

Retired intelligence officer 
Brian Parritt found the items on 
land surrounding his 17th centu¬ 
ry house in Chilmington Green 
near Ashford. 

He discovered they once 
belonged to a Sergeant Harry V 
Queen from the US Air Force - 
stationed at the house during 
World War Two. 

Incredibly, the soldier’s home 
town was Watertown in 
Massachusetts - a stone’s throw 
from where Mr Parritt’s daughter, 
Julie, now lives... more than 
3,200 miles away.

Mr Parritt said: “I couldn’t 
believe it when I saw the name 
Watertown on the badge. My 
daughter Julie lives near there. 

“I remembered the name 
because during a visit to see her 
we stopped there for an ice cream. 

“The amazing thing is my 11- 
year-old grandson Henry Booth is 
keen on the history of Anglo- 
American relations during the 
war. 

“I have sent the dog tag and rifle 
marksman medal to him. He is 
hoping to be able to reunite them 
with the Queen family or even 
Harry if he is still alive.”

Road safety matters and one simple, yet effective 
way to improve your chances of avoiding serious 
injury is often taken for granted - your seatbelt. 

Even the shortest trips at low speeds can be fatal 
and over 70% of crashes where people are killed 
or injured occur on roads with a speed limit of 30 
or 4omph. In a 3omph impact ,your body weight 
is multiplied 25 times - unrestrained, you would 
be an unstoppable load. 

Rear seat passengers are a risk too if they don’t 
wear a seatbelt, as they would be thrown forward 
smashing into the front seat or its occupant. 


This would transfer the load onto the person 
sitting ahead, injuring them or possibly even 
killing them, quite apart from the potential for 
killing themselves. Unbelted passengers kill an 
estimated 8 to 15 front seat passengers a year. 

Please remember that not wearing a seatbelt 
where fitted is against the law and you could be 
fined up to £500. It is the driver’s responsibility 
to ensure children under 14 are properly belted 
in and there are now strict new laws about child 
seats for children under 135cm in height. More

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Traffic concerns 
over new college 

A NEW campus for Thanet College could lead 
to traffic problems in Westwood, say council¬ 
lors. 

Richard Nicholson, the Labour Party’s 
Thanet leader, has voiced concern that the 
roads around Westwood Cross could become 
even more congested if the college moves 
there, as planned, in 2011. 

He said: “We are concerned with what 
amounts to nothing more than promises and 
doubtless finger crossing that our infrastruc¬ 
ture can accommodate this move to the 
Westwood area.” 

The new £43 million campus has been given 
the go-ahead by council members but awaits 
further approval from the Government Office 
for the South East. 

Cllr Mark Nottingham, who represents 
Northwood which suffers from congestion from 
Westwood, added: “Residents are concerned 
with this planned move. 

“They are not against a better Thanet 
College but even now, before a brick has been 
laid, they cannot get out of their driveways 
because of the traffic.” 

The new state-of-the-art campus building 
will cater for 8,000 students and enjoy close 
links with the neighbouring Canterbury 
Christ Church University. 


■ MORE than 4,000 drivers have avoided 
fines and points deductions after attend¬ 
ing a new Speed Awareness Scheme. 

The course, run by Kent Highway Services, is 
a year old and is aimed at making sure 
motorists understand speed limits and how 
not to exceed them. 

Steve Horton, KHS road safety operations 
manager, said: “This scheme represents a 
chance for drivers caught speeding to develop 
their driving, with an emphasis on safety. 

“I believe it’s also an opportunity for a posi¬ 
tive outcome from what could have been a 
negative experience - prosecution. Drivers 
that attend are not treated like criminals.” 


‘A bleak outlook’ 


Leader’s warning over County Hall ftindinq

KENT County Council leader 
Paul Carter has warned “the out¬ 
look looks bleak” for council tax 
payers following the Chancellor’s 
mini-budget this week. 

Alistair Darling unveiled his first ever 
Comprehensive Spending Review on 
Monday, which included raising the inheri¬ 
tance tax threshold, targeting private equity 
bosses and ‘non-domiciles’ and switching air 
travel taxes to flights and not passengers - all 
strikingly similar to recent Tory proposals. 

The new Chancellor also announced a four 
per cent yearly rise in NHS spending, an extra 
£400 million for the Armed Forces and 
increases in tax credits for children and OAPs. 

Mr Carter, who had previously warned the 
authority was likely to have to tighten its 
belt in the coming year, said: “Senior finance 
officers at KCC have indicated that once 
again real savings of £40m will have to be 
made to balance the budget next year. 

“This follows poor settlement by national 
Government for Kent year after year. 
Always putting the people of Kent first, we 
have risen to the challenge by delivering 
outstanding efficiency savings, but there is a 
limit to what we can achieve before frontline 
services are threatened. 

“We now wait for the detailed Revenue 
Support Grant from Government as council 
budgets are dependent upon this and the 
contribution from council tax payers. We will

now do all we can to identify further savings 
whilst protecting frontline services to the res¬ 
idents of Kent whilst endeavouring to keep 
council tax increases as low as possible.” 

Nick Chard, KCC cabinet member for 
finance, added: ‘We will be watching very 
closely to see how the council cake is carved 
up and, in particular, that the Government 
is not draining any more money away from 
the South East to the big urban heartlands 
elsewhere in the country.” 

KCC’s Labour opposition leader Mike 
Eddy and South Thanet Labour MP 
Stephen Ladyman both issued statements 
welcoming the budget proposals. 


In fact, the statements issued by the two 
politicians were virtually identical, but in 
Mr Ladyman’s case the word Kent was sub¬ 
stituted with either ‘South Thanet’, ‘East 
Kent’ ‘our area’ or ‘my constituency. 

The statements read: “These plans will 
make a real difference to the lives of local 
families and pensioners in Kent. 

“It’s vital we continue to invest in our pub¬ 
lic services. That’s why I’m pleased these 
plans give more money to local schools so 
that all of our kids can get a decent start in 
life. The extra investment in the NHS will 
mean that maximum waiting times can be 
reduced even further to 18 weeks and we 
can have cleaner hospitals and better access 
to GP services. There’s also guaranteed 
neighbourhood policing for every one of our 
local communities. 

Asylum seekers 

“People all across Kent need more and bet¬ 
ter housing. Labour’s plans will deliver them. 

“I believe the people of Kent want not only 
a more prosperous future but a fairer one 
too. Labour’s plans deliver on all counts.” 

Mr Carter, in conjunction with leaders of 
other local authorities, is also writing to 
Gordon Brown and other ministers in the 
hope to persuading the Government to pay 
off debts accrued by councils for the accom¬ 
modation and schooling of unaccompanied 
asylum seekers under the age of 16. 

KCC has an estimated debt of £7m-8m, and 
Mr Carter is hopeful the Government will 
agree a payment strategy for future costs.

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Defenders of the coast

WHEN Clive Wire stood 
up to make his speaker’s 
address from the lectum of 
an ancient Kent church, he 
was continuing a tradition 
dating back centuries. 

Mr Wire, the current Mayor of New 
Romney, is the latest in a long line of 
Speakers of the Confederation of the 
Cinque Ports. 

The now purely symbolic position 
can be traced back to at least 1350, 
but it is thought it is actually closer 
to a millennium old. 

Unruly bunch 

It dates back to a time before the 
country had its own navy, when fish¬ 
erman and tradesman from ports 
along the South East coast would 
form a rag-tag armada in order to 
defend the realm or launch an 
attack on another country. 

According to Mr Wire, this was 
almost always a matter of attacking 
or defending against the French. 

He said: “The king or queen was 
quite often fighting or invading the 
French and wanted a fleet of ships. It 
was made up of portsmen, sailors or 
fishermen, and they were an unruly 
bunch of men, verging on pirates. 

“For the Cinque Ports towns it also 
meant they were granted a certain

amount of privilege. They could set 
their own laws and taxes and hold 
their own courts. 

“Up until Victorian times, the 
mayors of the Cinque Ports were 
required to carry the canopy over 
the monarch during the coronation.” 

Many of the privileges were lost in 
the 16th century when a permanent 
naval fleet was established, but the 
mayors of the Cinque Ports are still

made barons in coronation years and 
special seats are reserved for them 
at the ceremonies. 

The speakership is rotated annual¬ 
ly between the mayors of the five 
Cinque Ports; Dover, Hastings, New 
Romney, Hythe and Sandwich, and 
the two ‘ancient towns’ of Rye and 
Winchelsea. 

The Confederation of the Cinque 
Ports also included seven limb’ towns: 
Deal, Folkestone, Faversham, Lydd, 
Margate, Ramsgate and Tenterden. 

The person in charge of the whole 
unruly bunch is the Lord Warden of 
the Cinque Ports, who holds the hon¬ 
orary position of Admiral. 

This is currently Admiral the Lord 
Michael Boyce, who was the Chief of 
Defence Staff between 2001 and 
2003 and happens to be an admiral 
by rights anyway. 

This has not always been the 
case. Some of his esteemed prede¬ 
cessors include the Queen Mother, 
Winston Churchill, William Pitt the 
Younger and WH Smith, founder of 
the high street stationers. 

As the Queen Mother pointed out 
upon her installation to the post in 
1978, Cinque is pronounced “sink - 
as in kitchen sink”.

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A night to remember

county, tales are retold of havoc it wreaked 


THE great hurricane of 1987 
toppled ships, ripped thousand- 
year-old oaks from the ground, tore 
off rooftops and left much of Kent 
looking like a disaster zone. 

Michael Fish may not have seen it coming, 
but it proved to be the worst natural disaster 
in the county’s modern history, and one that is 
embedded in the minds of everyone who wit¬ 
nessed it. 

Tuesday marks the 20th anniversary of the 


infamous event, when winds of more than 
lOOmph led to the deaths of 19 people in the 
UK, including two men in Dover Harbour 
when their coaster ship capsized. 

More than 15 million trees were uprooted, 
including six of the seven ancient oaks that 
gave Sevenoaks its name. Five hundred lorry 
loads of trees were cleared from Knole Park, 
and hundreds were left blocking roads. 


A cafe at the end of Dover’s Prince of Wales 
Pier was also destroyed when a Sealink ferry 
smashed into it, and the crew of another of the 
company’s ships had to be rescued when it ran 
aground in Folkestone. 

In total, the damage cost insurers more than 
£1 billion. 

Bob Ogley was editor of the Sevenoaks 
Chronicle at the time and after waking to find 
the landscape surrounding his home near Toys 
Hills completely transformed, he gathered as 
many of his news team as he could contact and 
hired a private plane to survey the devastation. 


He recalled that his first thought was that 
someone had dropped an atomic bomb. 

“I went outside, only to be overtaken by a 
large, wooden structure which vanished into 
the blackness,” he said. “It was a rabbit hutch, 
luckily unoccupied at the time. 

“The cottage shuddered and shook, followed 
by the thud of falling trees. 

“At first light I opened the front door and wit¬ 
nessed a scene that was to pass into folklore. 
Before my astonished eyes giant trees lay pros¬ 
trate, their roots trailing and tentacle like. My 
garden and the woods were pockmarked with

craters. Snapped branches and torn 
foliage lay everywhere. 

“Beyond this dying zone was a hori¬ 
zon that possibly hadn’t existed for 
250 years. On that horizon I could see 
red lights, hundreds of them. I was 
looking straight at Gatwick some 20 
miles away. 

(t We climbed the fallen branches and 
from the top of the garden and looked 
north. There, over what had been 
two-and-a-half miles of woodland, was 
the M2 5 motorway. Unlike the 
telephone wires, flashing, sagging 
and swaying under the weight of 
trees, it was devoid of life.” 

When he went to find his Peugeot 
309 in order to dash to the news¬ 
room, it was under a pile of timber 
on his drive. 

Dramatic 

Mr Ogley was able to talk the 
owner of a local flying school into 
taking him and two colleagues up in 
the only light aircraft in his fleet not 
to have been blown over. 

“We took some of the most dramat¬ 
ic photographs of a natural disaster 
ever seen in South East England,” he 
continued. 

“The view from the air was dramat¬ 
ic but distorted. Much of the wooded 
high ground along the Greensand 
Ridge had fallen in great swathes and 
resembled little more than an aban¬ 
doned game of Spillikins. 

“The main road, the A25, through 
Seal Chart had disappeared under 
the foliage. So had Riverhill and the 
area around Stone Street and 
Ightham Mote.” 

Welder Vic Matcham, from Dover, 
found himself “in the middle of a 
nightmare” when he was working 
aboard the P&O ship European 
Trader in Dover Harbour. 

He said: “I was called out at about 


10pm because an articulated lorry 
carrying glass had toppled over on the 
ship and the handrail on one side had 
been wrecked because it was crashing 
against the harbour wall. 

“Heading through the harbour in 
the van, all the lamp posts in the 
docks were going over and we were 
trying desperately to avoid them. 

“I got to the ship around midnight 
and soon after I got on board the gang 
plank went into the sea and the moor¬ 
ing ropes started snapping. 

“It was terrifying because these are 
huge, taut steel ropes and they were 
flailing around. They could easily 
have cut somebody in half. 

“There were around 60 crew on the 
ship, but all the freight and passen¬ 
gers had already made it off. It was 
bouncing up and down all over the 
place and at one point I was just hold¬ 
ing on to the captain. 

“It was so bad you couldn’t see the 
walls of the harbour, just waves and 
waves crashing higher and higher. I 
thought we were going to capsize. 

“Because we were crashing against 
the harbour wall the captain decided 
we had to head out to open water or 
we would get smashed to pieces. 

“But it was too rough to get out of 
the pen and we had to try and pull 
ourselves against the wall again. 

“There was a tug boat that had been 
alongside us, but the crew said they 
had to go to the Western Docks 
because another ship was in trouble, 
that was the one that capsized that 
night with people on board.”

HURRICANE FACTS 


The storm is thought to have 
originated when a jet stream 
caused by Hurricane Floyd on 
America’s east coast met a cold 
front on the Bay of Biscay, caus¬ 
ing extremely low pressure. 

During the BBC news on the 
previous night, Michael Fish 
famously said: “A lady has rung in 
to ask if there is going to be a hur¬ 
ricane tonight - there is not!” 

He was actually referring to a 
tropical cyclone in the north 
Atlantic, which did not reach the 
UK that night. 

Technically, the storm did not 
qualify as a hurricane, which 
is defined as a wind of 64 knots or 
more (roughly 74 mph) sustained 
over a period of 10 minutes. 
Although gusts of up to 130mph 
were recorded, the highest sus¬ 
tained winds were recorded at 
between 56 and 63 knots (64- 
73mph). 

Hundreds of thousands of 
homes were left without 
power for more than 24 hours, 
and in some rural areas it took 
several days. 

According to the Met Office 
the last storm to hit the UK 
on the same scale was in 1703.

£72m flats plan for elderly 


A PFI project worth £72 million 
to build apartments for elderly 
and disabled people has been 
given the go-ahead.

The costs will be met by PFI 
credits from the Government and 
the buildings should be ready for 
use by 2010.

Our trust broken 
by fatal mistakes 

HOSPITAL managers at Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust have broken 
the bonds of trust that tie hospitals to the 
communities they serve. 

They failed in the most terrible way to 
meet their commitments to patients. 

At least 90 people died because of 
systematic failures by management to 
enforce the most basic hygiene procedures 
and standards of care to prevent the spread 
of the superbug Clostridium difficile. 

The findings of the Healthcare 
Commission’s report mean the nation, and 
not only the victims, now know the errors 
that led to the worst ever outbreak of C diff. 

For the communities in the areas cared for 
by the hospitals an atmosphere of fear and 
mistrust surrounds a service which people 
should be able to trust with their lives. 

The Trust has apologised and said that 
improvements have now been made, 
although this cannot make up for the loss 
felt by the families of the patients who died. 

But it is nonetheless a step forward and 
that is where we must now look. 

The Trust must work tirelessly and focus 
on restoring people’s faith in its systems 
and procedures, which it has begun to do. 

The report said management was 
distracted by meeting targets and financial 
breakeven, this is unacceptable - patient 
safety must be any NHS trust’s priority. 

Healthcare professionals are some of the 
most respected individuals in society and 
this report should not change that perception 
of those who devote their lives to caring. 

It is now the job of hospital managers to 
ensure patients are not afraid to enter 
buildings that should be emblems of lives 
saved, not lost.

Questions of Facebook etiquette

Not, if like 
most people, you’re playing the 
numbers game to show off that you 
now have 300 ‘mates’ at the next 
dinner party with your real friends. 

I discovered recently that a 
former friend, in fact a former 
flatmate I had thought had been 
cut out of my life after our final 
year of university, had requested 
my friendship. 

But the glorious thing about 
Facebook is, they can be your 
friends but you don’t need to 
actually talk to them and so far, 
while not one awkward poke or 
wall writing has occurred, I 
almost feel like we’ve ‘made-up’. 

As already mentioned, there is a 
darker side to the phenomenon. 
Recent reports revealed the site 
was providing a forum for pro¬ 
anorexia groups to reach a far 
wider audience than websites 
offering tips on extreme dieting. 

The groups often appear to 
present serious eating disorders 
as a glamorous lifestyle choice 
where members can go for 
‘thinspiration’ to see pictures of 
scarify slim girls. 

Facebook failed to respond to a 
BBC investigation, but MySpace 
said that rather than censoring 



them it would target the groups 
with adverts for advice and 
support. 

Six major companies, including 
the AA and Virgin, withdrew 
advertisements from Facebook 
recently after they appeared on a 
British National Party page. 

Not wanting their brands 
tarnished, they voted with their 
feet. A better example of the 
democratic nature of the site was 
when students used it as a 
platform to protest over HSBC’s 
decision to start charging interest 
on the overdrafts of new graduates. 

The group - ‘Stop the great 
HSBC graduate rip-off - attracted 
more than 2,500 members and the 
bank backtracked on its decision. 

Started by two geeky Harvard 
students three-and-a-half years 
ago for the use of students - it was 
recently valued at $10 billion. 

But will its growth and 
dominance continue? Well, I’m 
sure all the cool kids will soon find 
some other platform to express 
themselves and indulge in cyber 
chats, if they haven’t already. 

Who cares, I’m off to join the ‘Am 
I the only person who doesn’t like 
David Cameron?’ group. 
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Speed legislation won’t stop casualties 


The prospects for better policing of 
Kent’s rural roads are minimal 
given the pitiful numbers of traffic 
officers in Kent and their current 
deployment. Successive 
governments have stood by whilst 
a Traffic Division of some 350 
officers at five bases throughout 
the county has been reduced to one 
centre with barely a quarter of the 
previous establishment. These 
officers are confined predominently 
to our motorways, the uniformed 
presence on the busy ‘gateway to 
Europe’ enhanced by Highways 
Agency lookalikes. 

Speed cameras are denigrated 
now as mere cash machines with 
little road safety benefit, so they 
are unlikely to be placed in rural 
areas. Even if they were, they 
would not detect the unlicenced, 
the uninsured, the drunk, or those 
who persist in driving 


dangerously and whilst rural 
roads are not dangerous in 
themselves, some people using 
them most certainly are. 

Most drivers have not had the 
training I was privileged to undergo 
so the concept of‘defensive driving’ 
passes them by. Basic errors, 
familiarity and willful inexperience 
are the main causes of the 
disproportionate levels of death and 
injury in our countryside. Bends are 
taken too fast and by that I mean 
that the driver cannot hope to stop 
in the distance they can see to be 
clear. Local drivers with knowledge 
of the road travel more quickly than 
strangers; they tend to use the 
roads at the same time each day so 
become complacent when 
anticipation and concentration 
should be paramount. Young 
drivers are apt to drive fast no 
matter where they are, the flowers 


at the roadside a sad memorial to 
youthful exuberance and stupidity 
as many of these crashes involve 
single vehicles and too often, 
multiple deaths. 

By their nature, rural roads are 
more interesting, enjoyable and 
demanding and some quality 
high-profile driver education 
through the media is long 
overdue. We have Top Gear and 
Fifth Gear; what about Right 
Gear? However, I fear that as the 
casualties mount, the authorities 
will do what they always do, 
legislate their way out through 
speed limit reductions then hope 
for the best. As for real police 
patrolling and enforcement, it is a 
matter of time and temperature - 
when Hell freezes over.

DNA claim by 
murderer Stone 

MYSTERY DNA found at the scene of the 
brutal double murders of Lin and Megan 
Russell lies at the heart of a new bid by 
killer Michael Stone to win an appeal 
against his conviction. 

With the Criminal Case Review 
Commission (CCRC) admitting earlier this 
month it would re-examine the case, Stone’s 
sister, Barbara, hopes DNA found at the 
scene of the murders in Chillenden will 
implicate someone else and clear her 
brother’s name. 

Stone, 46, is currently serving three life 
sentences for the murders of Lin, 45, and 
Megan Russell, six, and the attempted 
murder of Josie Russell, then just nine, 11 
years ago. 

Speaking to KOS Media, Miss Stone said: 
“We have made requests to get this DNA 
evidence before, but it has always been 
refused. But the CCRC has a right to go in 
and get it. All we have got to show the judge 
is that if the jury had seen this evidence at 
the time of the trial, they would have come 
to a different verdict.” 

There has never been any DNA evidence 
linking Stone to the murder scene, but 
twice he has been found guilty of the 
murders which shocked the nation. 

He stood trial initially in 1998, and again in 
2001. His first conviction was quashed, but 
he was convicted at the retrial on evidence 
provided by career criminal Damian Daley, 
who claimed Stone had confessed to him. 

Miss Stone said: “Damien Daley’s 
evidence is the only thing standing between 
my brother and his freedom.” 
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continuation of the nightmare we, as a 
nation, have endured for the last 10 years. 

After 100 days, and with his monkey (Blair)

Orwellian nightmare 

Dover Labour MP Gwyn Prosser’s attack 
on the Conservatives, “MP slams Davis’ 
plans to scrap ID card scheme”, Kent on 
Sunday, October 7, were not entirely 
unexpected, but so very wrong. Gwyn was 
on the Home Office Working Party that 
dreamt up and planned the whole ID card 
scheme so he obviously backs ‘his baby’ at 
every opportunity. 

I cannot let the comment that ID cards 
are important to the integrity of our 
border go unchallenged. People who cross 
borders do so with the controls of 
passports and sometimes visas. These are 
also being tightened with inclusion of 
biometric details and in the near future 
interviews before you get one. So what can 
this have to do with compelling 
(eventually) the entire population - 
travelling or not - to have ID cards as 
well, which will doubtless become 
impossible to live without in a few years 
and will also give future governments 
unprecedented personal information about 
us all and control over our lives. 

All this of course at enormous cost - not 
least to each individual cardholder. We 
shall in future be expected to pay for being 
spied on. Incidentally, people who arrive 
seeking refugee status already get issued 
with special ID cards. 

Another nail in the coffin of freedom, 
liberty and privacy. Legislation has 
already gone through and more is in the 
pipeline to allow ever more sharing of data 
between different government 
departments and agencies - and even 
other organisations, which makes a 
mockery of their initial promises about 
data protection, to allay fears at the time 
the ID Cards Act was passed. 

Will this personal information be secure? 
Not on your life! Thousands of officials will 
have access to it. RFID microchips can be 
remotely read by anyone with the right 
scanning equipment, even without your 
knowledge. The wrongdoers it’s meant to 
catch will doubtless manage to get around 


the system, but life will get very difficult for 
ordinary people should the slightest thing go 
wrong and “computer says no”. If your bank 
details get stolen, inconvenient though that is, 
you can get new cards and details, and change a 
PIN as often as you like. If your biometric e- 
identity is stolen, you cannot change your looks, 
iris, fingerprints or DNA. Belgium has already 
gone further down the biometric identity road 
than the UK, and guess what? Their system 
security has already been compromised. 

Step by tiny step and scare story after scare 
story, we are inexorably becoming a database 
surveillance state, with every move we make, 
every service we use recorded - which will 
ultimately lead to total state control of lives. ID 
cards are the start; link them to e-passports, 
driving licences, the new children’s databases, 
ANPR cameras, CCTV cameras, black boxes in 
cars for road pricing and if police chiefs get their 
way, everyone on their DNA databases - and big 
brother will truly be here, the Orwellian 
nightmare will have become fact.

A car is a weapon

deaths it only 
expresses its 
concern about 
drivers. Failing to 
mention the most 
important, but the 
most vulnerable, 
road users: 
pedestrians, and 
cyclists. 

It is interesting, 
that the main 
pedestrian 
casualties groups 


are children and the elderly (the less active 
and able of our citizens); whilst most car 
crashes involve drivers between the ages of 
20 and 40 the most alert and active) who fill 
the gap between the other two groups. 

Note, World Day of Remembrance of Road 
Traffic Victims is on the November 18. 

Ian Taylor of ABD is reported as saying 
that roads need to be straightened and 
widened. Even if we could afford it, it would 
be totally impractical to do, and would 
completely ruin the rural Kent we know and 
love. 

Our roads are not the problem, but those 
who use and abuse them. Drivers generally 
take more care, when roads are narrow, 
undulating, and winding. 

I would hazard a guess that the advent of 
the GPS/Sat-Nav has encouraged drivers, 
who are in a hurry, to deviate from traffic 
congested major roads onto rural ones, using 
them as back-doubles, and generating rat- 
runs. It is speed and impatience that kills.

The Bravo is ‘smart’ inside and out and the 
car’s sharp lines really grab attention; styling 
was completed in record time in-house, but 
there is more than a hint of Alfa Romeo about 
the wide and low-slung stance. 

Once hooked by that and some aggressive 
pricing, would-be buyers should then be 
susceptible to a quality interior that mocks 
those of its predecessors. 

The standard of the dashboard and materi¬ 
als is impressive, there are abundant stowage 
bins and cubbies and even a locker beneath 
the front passenger seat. 

Certain models also come with a refrigerat¬ 
ed compartment in the front armrest. 

But it is not so much how the interior looks 
and works, but more the culture change that it 
represents; you used to feel that Fiat interiors 
were thrown together in a spirit of ‘it’ll be 
alright on the night’ or whatever they say at 
the opera house. 

The Bravo, on the other hand, shows much 
thought has gone into making sure the interi¬ 
or functions. 

Having sorted out the cosmetics - and boost¬ 
ed the marque’s reliability in recent years - 
the Bravo’s chassis and mechanicals show 
there was not much else wrong at Fiat. 

The engine line-up is impressive, including 
superb diesels - an area that has boosted

Fiat’s standing significantly. Unusually for 
current times though, the limelight has fallen 
on the petrol options and especially the tur¬ 
bocharged 1.4 T-Jet unit. 

Along with VW, Fiat sees a bright future for 
small capacity turbocharged petrol engines 
that sip fuel most of the time, punch above 
their weight when extra pace is required and 
have lower emissions. 

Our test car was the 1.4 T-Jet in high spec 
Dynamic trim with the higher capacity 
150bhp version of the engine - a 120bhp 


unit is also offered. 

The engine mostly revs beautifully although 
the turbocharger can be a little jerky and it 
makes this car quite a flier, helped by a well- 
sorted chassis set up more for sporty handling in 
the best Italian tradition than a cosseting ride. 

It is tempting to imagine what a sporting 
Abarth hot hatchback version would be like. 

Bravo - the Fiat revival roars on.

MIGHTY Mercedes built its post¬ 
war reputation pretty much on one 
car - the E-Class. 

Never mind the brand’s expansive modern- 
day range that includes everything from the 
A-Class mini-MPV to the Herculean S-Class 
and features the high profile C-Class compact 
executive model. 

Just accept that the success of the E-Class 
and its predecessors - the company’s manage¬ 
ment level saloon and estate range - made all 
these other models possible. 

The ‘E’s credentials have been simple: 
rugged build, space, thoughtful and practical 
design, easy-driving and the cachet of that 
three-pointed star. 

Increasingly the model has also shed work¬ 
manlike styling to acquire an elegance high¬ 



lighted by the latest generation car launched 
in 2002. 

Unfortunately, even as this new range was 
cutting more of a dash, whispers suggested the 
legendary quality and reliability was not as it 
used to be. 

A once rock-solid and hard won E-Class rep¬ 
utation was under threat, until Mercedes 
seemed to retrieve the situation with a radical 
facelift in 2006. 

The revamp introduced some new engines 
too, but the car’s market sector is tougher too; 
Audi’s latest A6 is far better than before, while 


BMW’s 5-series might not be a looker, but still 
claims the ‘driver’s choice’ title. 

Then again, neither matches the sense of 
well-being in the E-Class. 

If you have slogged up the corporate rock- 
face, but now waft to the office in this, then you 
may feel it was all worth it. 

That star on the bonnet adds to the warm 
glow as you cruise effortlessly and quietly 
along the motorway in an airy and classy 
cabin, with decent room for four to travel in 
great comfort plus ample boot space for their 
luggage. 


The dashboard layout follows the corporate 
norm: understated and well-arranged, 
although you yearn perhaps for a little more 
flair and harmony. 

Fit and finish is, of course, exemplary - and 
should be for a car that starts from nearly 
£28,000. 

Unlike German rivals mentioned earlier, the 
big Merc also concentrates on delivering a fine 
ride, though the rear-wheel drive chassis is 
still well balanced for quicker driving on more 
challenging roads. 

Our test car was a top of the range diesel, the

And while the big diesel has the power to 
add to a good drive, it will not cane you at the 
pumps; Mercedes reckons it has wrung up to 


26 per cent more power from the whole E- 
Class engine line-up without increasing fuel 
consumption and the 320CDI can average 
nearly 40mpg. 

The popular E220 diesel option can ease the 
conscience even more, with a projected aver¬ 
age of nearly 45mpg and Mercedes has added 
to the temptation recently with a keenly 
priced, well-equipped special edition aimed at 
corporate ‘user choosers’.

MANY Kent workers have no 
interest in retiring at 65 accord¬ 
ing to a new report. 

The survey from the CBI and 
Watson Wyatt found 22 per cent of 
staff approaching retirement 
asked for it to be postponed. 

Companies granted almost 72 
per cent of these requests. 

CBI South East regional direc¬ 
tor Malcolm Hyde said: “It is 
encouraging that the new right to 
request postponed retirement 
seems to be working well, and 
both employers and staff value 
this flexibility. 

“Firms want to retain employee 
skills and experience, while staff 
can enjoy a phased retirement, or 
can continue working flexibly to 


boost retirement savings. 

“However, this early success is 
founded on the company’s ability 
to have a final say on an individ¬ 
ual’s retirement date.” 

More companies are starting to 
offer a range of options to workers 
approaching retirement, includ¬ 
ing continuing both full and part 
time. As the options increase, it’s 
expected more people will want to 
take advantage of them. 

The survey found 44 per cent of 
firms allowed its staff to continue 
working while drawing a pension, 
which is up from only 24 per cent 
last year. 

Some 21 per cent of employers 
allowed phased retirement, a five 
per cent increase on last year.

KENT businesses may be 
missing out on easy mar¬ 
ket expansion simply 
because they want to stay 
loyal to their customers in 
the county 

A survey from Business Link 
found many were avoiding improv¬ 
ing their bottom line just by ignor¬ 
ing markets a little further afield. 

The research found 79 per cent of 
local companies do business within 
the county, with 60 per cent saying 
Kent is their main market. 

Only 30 per cent have any deal¬ 
ings with London, only 15 per cent 
are involved in any kind of export 
activity and just one per cent view 
other countries in the European 
Union as the primary outlet for 
their goods and services. 

“Focusing on a local market can be 
good business practice,” said 
Business Link’s business services 
manager Deryck Banks. 

“It can help keep costs down, 
saves on unnecessary travelling and

is good in terms of reducing environ¬ 
mental impacts. 

“And in Kent, which is a large 
county with a strong identity, it is 
not surprising that so many compa¬ 
nies like to do work close to home. 

“Kent also has particular geo¬ 
graphic constraints. With water to 
the north and east, local businesses 
have limited options when it comes 
to finding new domestic markets. 

Technology 

“Our research shows that many 
local companies find traffic conges¬ 
tion to be an issue and this may well 
be discouraging them from doing 
business in areas to the south and 
west that are accessed from the 
M25 as well as in those areas of 
London that are not easily reached 
by road or rail from Kent.” 

But while doing business with 
companies close by can be easier, a 
little effort can overcome the con¬ 


straints of looking far and wide. 

Mr Banks said: “Better use of 
technology, for example, is one of the 
ways to service customers in the UK 
without having to get in the car and 
battle your way around London, but 
Kent businesses really ought to be 
examining whether they can exploit 
the unique advantage they enjoy of 
being so close to mainland Europe. 

“Belgium and the Netherlands are 
both good markets for UK businesses 
with English widely spoken in com¬ 
mercial life and are as easy to get to 
as many destinations west of London. 

“France can be a tougher nut to 
crack but Business Link has a pro¬ 
gramme, run by a French national, 
that has had a lot of success in help¬ 
ing Kent companies of all sizes to 
win new business in France. 

“Broadening horizons, developing 
a customer base and diversifying 
the markets are things that all com¬ 
panies should consider as part of a 
planned business programme.”

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ASP about your 
p ension options 
before choosing 


THE public’s confidence in 
saving within a pension for 
retirement has been dented 
over the years by several 
mis-selling scandals and 
more recently by the losses 
incurred by workers in com¬ 
pany schemes that cannot 
meet their liabilities. 

There was some good news in 2006 
when one of the major barriers to 
pension investment, the enforced 
purchase of an annuity at age 75 
seemed to have disappeared with the 
introduction of the Alternatively 
Secured Pension (ASP). 

The good news was short lived how¬ 
ever, as the Revenue changed their 
minds and at the last minute and 
slapped some huge tax penalties on 
ASP funds on the death of the mem- 
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her and their dependents. The tax 
charges of up to 70 per cent after IHT 
of 40 per cent are no joke and were 
thought to have killed the market as 
no-one wants to pay 82 per cent tax. 

We are however finding cases 
where, despite the potential tax 
charges on death, utilising an ASP 
contract is proving to be suitable. 

An ASP can in many cases produce 
an income similar to the purchase of 


an annuity and one therefore asks, 
why take the risk? However, we are 
finding that for members retiring 
with much younger spouses, the ASP 
income is higher than that available 
from an annuity, and can continue to 
provide an income to the spouse that 
does not reduce in the way most 
annuity death benefits would. 

While it won’t be suitable for those 
with smaller pension funds, and those 
who require a low-risk option, it is 
providing a good deal of flexibility for 
some who reach age 75, and just don’t 
seem to have any other viable option. 

I am sure there are some advisers 
not dealing with ASP as an option 
simply because they don’t under¬ 
stand it, but if you are approaching 
75, have delayed the purchase of an 
annuity and don’t know what to do, 
make sure you take advice from an 
adviser who will consider all your 
options.

Martin Giles, club secretary said: “The 
game against Ware is the biggest game 
we have been involved in since 1990, 
when we got to the fourth qualifying 
round of the cup against Hayes. 

“We have had an excellent cup run and 
it means a great deal to a small club like 
ourselves. We started the season in a 


bad way as our sponsors left us as they 
were connected with the departing 
director.

“From the FA Cup this year, we have 
won £7,500 and the money at this level is 
a god send. It is more than enough to 
replace the sponsorship we lost. In fact, 
the money will probably set us up for the 
next two seasons of football here.”

back isn’t easy. I think I showed everyone 
just how much potential I’ve got in that 
race though. I started 21st and finished 
10th. It was a race full of drama, with 
some fierce driving by both myself and 
others. It’s a great feeling to climb through 
the order, but I would have preferred to be 
going from 10th to first. 

It was then on to Spa, and finally, better 
results. I hadn’t added any points to my 
tally since Silverstone and was getting 
quite frustrated. Two fifth place finishes in 
Belgium was satisfying but I was still left 
wondering what might have been because 
I started only 12th for Saturday’s feature 
race after a collision on what would have 
been my quickest qualifying lap. 

It ruined my session and put me in the 
middle of the pack for the start - which 
was not the place to be, as four cars out of 
the first eight on the grid stalled. I took 
evasive action and just missed two cars. 

I came in on lap three and once I had 
some clear air I was able to put in some 
really quick times and jump ahead of a lot 
of the guys who pitted later. By the che¬ 
quered flag I was fifth, and with our 
reverse grid format, fourth on the sprint 
race grid. Unfortunately, a lot of that work 
was undone when I had another bad start 
- the anti-stall kicked in twice and I fell 
back to 10th. I had to push on and regain 
ground and a fifth at the finish was anoth¬ 
er welcome reward. 

The final round of the season was in 
Valencia where we 
top the billing our¬ 
selves. The feature 


race was one of the strangest yet for me. I 
was classified 16th after the feature race 
because of a mistake with the timing sys¬ 
tem and I was eventually re-classified as 
11th. It’s a rare situation though and I’ll 
just have to put it down to more character¬ 
building experience - although I think I’ve 
had enough of those this season. 

I ended my season on a better note with 
a ninth place finish in the final race. It was 
an all-or-nothing situation for me. I had 
nothing to lose by pushing as hard as pos¬ 
sible and going for it. 

We had hoped to get enough points for 
Super Nova to finish third in the champi¬ 
onship, but that didn’t happen, which was 
a shame for all the guys who’ve worked so 
hard this season. 

A lthough the GP2 season has fin¬ 
ished, I didn’t have much rest and 
Went straight on to Jerez, where 
there was an official GP2 test. It’s a chance 
for drivers to look at options for next sea¬ 
son and for new GP2 drivers to sample the 
car and test with teams. I drove with the 
ART and Arden teams and was pleased 
with my performance overall. Now I’ll 
review the season and start thinking 
about the future.

I T’S been a tough end to the 
season and I can only sum it 
up as ‘character-building’, 
but I have enjoyed it too. 

This final tour of Europe was my last 
chance to regain ground, but things don’t 
always work out as you plan. It was an 
eventful - and very short - weekend in 
Turkey. I fell foul of missing a yellow flag 
and ended up with a seven-place grid 
penalty for the first race of the weekend. 

It was all the more difficult to stomach 
as I was running in the top 10 in the prac¬ 
tice session and 12th fastest in qualifying 
would have given me a chance to shoot for 
points, but when they added on my seven 
places, it was 19th place. 

When you start that far back, it increas¬ 
es the risk of getting caught up in the 
mayhem of the start and sure enough, it 
happened to me. 

At the start of the race, I went to the out¬ 
side at the first corner, but it was a bit 
dirty and my car started to bounce, which 
made the rear end step out and put me 
into a spin. I was hit first by Andy Soucek 
and then Adrian Zaugg. This damaged the 
front suspension and broke the front wing 
and the team thought the car was too 
unsafe for me to continue. Game over. 

It meant I started at the back for 
Sunda/s sprint race. I picked over a cou¬ 
ple of cars and was then sitting behind 
rival, Sebastien Buemi. I tried to pass 
around the outside, but in mid-corner I 
was rammed from behind, spinning me 
into the path of another car. A second spin 
resulted in front suspension damage. A 
low weekend for me that I needed to put 
quickly behind me.
